REMARKS 


The last office action has been carefully considered. 
In the last office action claims 1-8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph 
as being indefinite. The claims have been amended herein to fully comply with 35 U.S.C. 
1 12. Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that this rejection be withdrawn. 

Claim! and 3-7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Keamey (US 4,805,820). Claims 2 and 3 are rejected as being unpatentable under 35 
U.S.C. 103 (a) over Keamey or Gilels et al. (US 5,636,732) in view of Ruff (US 
4,218,010). 

In view of the amendment to the claims herein and the arguments presented below, 
applicant respectfully traverses these rejections. 

Independent amended claim 1 now recites a decorative dispenser having a top 
surface formed as an upper portion and a lower portion wherein the lower portion forms a 
flip top lid and is connected at a lower part of said upper portion so as to be pivotally 
attached to said lower part of said upper portion. Further the flip top lid of amended 
claim 1 is shaped as a tongue to resemble a tongue. 

The cited prior art of Keamey the entire top surface flips open. Further the top 
surface is not shaped as a tongue to resemble a tongue. 

The lid or lids 1 lin Gilels et al. are not connected to a top surface that is 
stationary nor dare they shaped as tongues to resemble tongues. 

The decorative "groove" of Ruff is really a functional trough 38 that serves as the 
bowl of a spoon. It is hot intended to be resemble a tongue and one skilled in that art 


of said dispenser so as to sealingly fasten said lid in a closed position to said 
dispenser. 

5. (Presently Amended) The dispenser according to claim 1, wherein said film strips 

dispensed by said dispenser a re prally dissolvable candy flavored film strips. 

6. (Original) The dispenser according to claim 1, wherein said dispenser is made of 

plastic. 

7. (Original) The dispenser according to claim 1 , wherein said dispenser is a pocket size 

dispenser. 

8. (Original) The dispenser according to claim 1, wherein said dispenser has a 

detachable bottom cover beneath said top surface.

Further as to claim 3 decorating the upper portion with a character, person, or 
animal's face above the tongue shaped flip top lid
